Karniers, wareliousemen and buyers 
have begun to Ulk about the time for 
the opening of the MaysvUle Tobacco 
market for the 1919-20 season and 
tbar* seems to be very little dlffer- 
MIM In opinion on opening the market 
la December this year. The post- 
ponement ot the opening last seaaon 
until tl»e flret ot the year proved to 
the local warthouiemen that this pol- 
icy ahouM not be followed for while 
'thare were not many farmers who 
took their tobacco to the other mar- 
kets which were <6pen from this dis- 
trict, there were many growera great- 
ly diasaUsfled because they could not 
bare some ready money tor the 
Christmas season and the local mer- 
chants were aUo dtssatisfled. 

The Lexington Tobacco Board of 
Trade has announced the opening date 
for that market as December 2 and as 
a usual thing MaysviUe Is about one 
week behind that market In opening. 

The Mt. Sterling warehouses are 
advertising that they will begin re- 
ceiving tobacco the last week of No- 
vember Indicating that they propose 
to open the first of December. 

While there has not yet been a 
meeting of the Tobacco Board of 
Trade, the great majority of the local 
warehousemen and buyers seem to fa- 
vor Tuesday, Deceml>er 9th, as the 
opening imr ft>r the MaysTlUe market 
and tiiU date also pleasea the grow- 
era so that tt is more than likely that 
this date wUi }f s«la6tad when the 
board meota lit the ,nezt tew weeks 
to Anally llz an evening date. 

Warehousemen are busy throughout 
the district and report that by that 
time there will be much tobacco in 
UUs dtstrlot re^ tor the breaks and 
thay aspect a i^W* Mg opening about 
that time. * 

There will certainly be much doing 
In the village on Friday evening if the 
large sale of Hallowe'en supplies is 
any forecast. Local merchants report 
that tliey lia\c never yet bad a bigger 
demand for falHc faces, etc. It la eX' 
pected that the llnllowe'en parade in 
the down town stieets Friday night 
wili be something worth scelnK-

Staic-i, according to the latest avail- 
able Uoverniiient Ktatl.'JtlCH, will not 
fall lar sliort <il lu.-^t year, and It 
seems |)r<ili;il)lc llial the total yield 
many show aji «< nul inoreasr despite 
unfavorable grow ing weather in most 
I sections of the country during the 
summer months. Late growth almost 
everywhere is said to have been par- 
, tioularly satlstaotory and the ^al es- 
' tlmata made after the crop is ctet and 
.housed is ezpootad to be eomewhat 
hiiAier than the figures based upon 
conditions prevailing October 1. 
I Compared with the oonditiona on 
I September 1 the tobaooo cfop of the 
'Country shows an improvement dur- 
ing the month of 1.8 per cent, but the 
condition estimated on October 1 Is 
8.9 per cent, below the ten-year aver- 
age. The production for the entire 
United States, as based upon the con- 
dition October 1. ia given at l,i;78,062,- 
UOO pounds, which Is a decrease of 
960,000 pounds, or a fraction of 1 per 
cent, compared w ltu the estimates of 
September 1. and only 61,947,000 
pounds less than last year's final esti- 
mate, indicaUng a possible decrease 
for tha enrrent year ot approximately 
6 per oant 

Tha Kentucky crop made good pro- 
greaa during September, ahowing an 
improvement ot t par cent -in condi- 
tion, and an eetimated increase In 
production amounting to 1,862,000 
pounds. In North Carolina, tbe s^- 
ond largest tobacco producing state, 
the condition fell oft 10 per cent, dur- 
ing September, but the production Is 
estimated as 8,188,000 pounds heavier 
than on September 1, due to the de- 
velopment of a heavy grade of leaf. 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ohio and In- 
diana seem to have made the poorest 
showing season, and the production 
in each is under tluit of last year or 
tbe estimate made one month ago for 
the onrrant orop.

A car ot forty barrels of old whis- 
key waa loaded at the Pogue distillery 
Just below Maysville late Tuesday af- 
ternoon and moved to the local C. A 
O. yard|,Jttst below the depot shortly 
after dark. 

At about 9:80 o'clock Tuesday 
night the car was put Into an East 
boimd train and It was noticed that 
the seal on tlie car bad been broki^n. 
Trainmen made an investigation 
which disclosed tbat one of the bar- 
rels of whiskey liad bicn emptied by 
tbieves who bud Ipnilicii into tlie car. 
Kour boles bad been bored in the bar- 
rel and It Is supposed I lie wliiskey was 
caught xjn buckets or bottles and re- 
moved. 

The barrel probably contained 20 
or 30 gallons of liquor which is now 
valued very highly and at prices 
which some have placed on It the liq- 
uor was worth probably 140 a gallon. 
If the barrel contained but 20 gallons 
tbe thief or thieves got away with 
ibout 1800 worth~Ot-wet goods. 

The matter has been reported to the 
police by the railroad authorities and 
an investigation has been started 
which may lead to an arrest witbin 
a very short time.

When Rudyard Kipling's "TIic M;m Who Would Be KiiiR" 
was published, it was regarded as au excursion into the improbable, 
if not the impossible. It was the Alnglo-Saxon imagination affected 
by the colorful Ilindustaini cix ilization. 

But the sobi'V chronicles of tlie war liave outdone Kiiiliiig.
